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The building is located near the Black Sea shore between the German colony® 
consisting of about twelve stone buildings* and the Russian scientists 6 colony * 
consisting of an unspecified number of Finnish wooden houses. The German 
colony® located in the so-called Kukalyptus Main (grove), is surrounded by 
a very high wooden xe;aca g is closely guarded, and includes a stretch of 
seashore.
